The first building of any sort was a frame shed
erected near what is now the corner of Cravens and.
Carson streets, It was used for a bunk- and cook-
house and it represented the first effort:for the benefit
of our community. .

Next came the actual conversion of the ranch into
a real “Modern Industrial City,” with sewers, paved
streets, public utilities, sidewalks, curbs, residences,
business blocks, shops, etc., and this was the supreme .
enterprise for the ‘benefit of our community.

In December of 1912 the writer opened a store in
the Colonial Building, which store was later moved
to the Brighton Building, where for 12 years it served
the community.
